"Instead of holding an annual 


school picnic where just the pupils 
of one school come, all of the 
schools of a community come, and 
in that way more social, contacts 
are held, school spirit is built up, 
and better team work results," de- 
clared Prof. J. H. Kolb, of the Rur- 
al Life Department 
"The child 


that has not learned to be a good 
loser by the time he is 12-years old 
is seriously handicapped," he' said. 


Other community play days wer_e 


held at Middleton, Verona,, Mount 
Vernon, Mazomanie, South Madi- 
son, Black Earth, Dane, Lake Wood 
Pine Bluff, and Roxbury.

of several school districts, may be 
aroused to a mental state of high 
social hope and 
expectancy. 
In 


fact the existing tendency toward 


narrowness of outlook whether of 
the individual, of. the family,.or of 
the school district, is being even 
now gradually undermined in com- 
munities where the country school 
play day has taken its place along, 
side other rural social practices as 
a part of the program of rural 
progress."

such that he is isolated from his 
fellowmen most of the. time, or he 
has intimate contact only with the 
members of his family.

campaign for a Wisconsin co-opera- 


•tive tobacco pool is receiving and the 
vigor with which it is conducted by the 
tobacco growers is proof of the fact that 
the Wisconsin farmer' is not only con- 
scious of the advantages of organized 
marketing but that he is determined not 
to let opivDrtunities slip and to translate 
words into action by founding an organ- 
ization which will insure him against all 
the hazards of the present chaotic system 
of marketing. 


The history of this campaign under-

what his labor is worth on the market. 


During the last two years Wisconsin 


tobacco growers^have realized that some- 
thing is wrong with the tobacco industry. 
A normal production testified to the fact 
that the productive efficiency of the Wis- 
consin grower is at par with the strictest 
requirements of efficient 
agriculture. 


Two years of struggle, against over-. 
stocked markets and -low prices have' 
gradually made the grower realize that 
the trouble lies not in production, but in 
t!'C method of marketing. Especially 
was this evident when the success of the 
Kentucky tobacco growers' marketing 
methods was brought home to the Wis- 
consin 
farmer. 
Whatever scepticism 


there might have remained in the minds 
of Wisconsin growers in relation to the 
question of organized marketing was 
eliminated by the success of the Ken- 
tucky tobacco pool as a result of which 
Kentucky growers are getting what to- 
bacco is worth and not what a speculator 
or buyer says it is worth. 


With the example of these two states 


before them Wisconsin tobacco growers 
set with determination to their task of 
becoming masters of their own products 
in relation to both production and mar- 
keting and of getting rid of their de- 
pendency upon the buyers whose tactics 
in spreading wrong information as to 
crops and prices have kept the tobacco 
grower in virtual slavery to anyone who 
had command of the marketing machin- 
ery. The Wisconsin grower thought that 
he will try for once to be master of his 
own marketing machinery, and with this 
aim in view it did not take him long to 
start a preliminary organitatkm and to 
get the 'ball rolling. 


The primary object of this organiza- 


tion, known as the Northern Wisconsin 
Co-operative Tobacco Pool, is to establish 
;i sales agency which will enable the 
grower to market tobacco in an intelli- 
gent and organized manner and which 
will place 'him in a position to have some- 
thing to say as to what tobacco is worth. 
At a meeting of bankers, business men 
and leading tobacco growers held at the 
headquarters of the Department cf Mar- 
kets a representative board of directors 
was elected, committees were appointed, 
the state divided into districts and a vig- 
orous campaign was started to enroll at 
least 75 per cent of the Wisconsin tobacco 
acreage into the pool before June 30. 


It was evident from the start that, 


there will be little difficulty in getting 
the necessa-ry membership lined upl The 
intolerable conditions in tobacco market- 
ing during the last two years have acted 
as a powerful stimulus on the grower 
and he was quick to realize the advan- 
tages of a co-operative pool. 
A two 


weeks' campaign has brought over 75 per 
cent of the acreage of Vernon county into 
. organization and the opening week of the 


campaign in Dane county gives assurance 
that this county will imitate Vernon and 
that the rest of the tobacco section will 
not hesitate to follow suit. 


The Northern Wisconsin Co-operative 


Tobacco Pool is the biggest undertaking 
ever attempted in the field of marketing' 
in this state. It has come as a result of 
the wasteful and inefficient marketing 
system and it aims at removing waste 
and efficiency through organization. The 
real benefit that will come out of it is the 
regulation of production in relation to 
the consuming demand and the establish- 
ment of a medium which will serve as a 
barometer to the farmer, giving him 
definite and up to date information as to 
the state of the market and warning him 
every time clouds gather and there is 
danger of glutted markets. 


The hold that the pooling idea is taking 


of tobacco growers is evidenced by the 
fact that this movement is not restricted 
to Wisconsin and Kentucky. 
Similar 


campaigns are either under way or about 
to be.completed in Virginia, the two Car-o- 
linas, Massachusetts, • Connecticut, and 
Tennessee.

western Europe in the middle ages, with char- 
ters of freedom from taxes, and trading rights 
to the four corners of the earth and to all 
tongues.

riot guns are to be used in transporting money 
from bank to bank or to factories for payrolls, 
as a result of the numerous payrool and bank 
messenger robberies in St. Louis. 


Armed guards will ride inside the trucks,

"U. S. VIOLATING MONROE DOCTRINE IN 


HAITI," IS ASSERTION 


The United States', in continuing control in 


Haiti, has -violated its own Monroe doctrine and 
stands in the eyes of the world as a hypocrite, 
Ernest Angell, counsel for the Haiti-San Do- 
mingo Independence Society, declares. 
He re- 


cently attacked American behavior in Haiti be- 
fore United States senate investigators. 


"We should abrogate the vicious treaty of 


3915 which we forced upon Haiti, withdraw our 
troops and restore the government there to 
freedom," Mr. Angell said. "Perhaps we should 
stay on to help complete a fine road system we 
have started and aid the government—if we 
are invited." 


"The landing of United States marines was 


all right," he declared. "But we followed it by 
having American officers on the floor' when the 
chamber elected a new president—'our candi- 
date;' who had promised to do all that Amer- 
icans might wish, in return for thtir support. 
Two days later we were presented this treaty 
giving the United States complete control. 


"But our worst offense was our use of 'the 


ancient Haitian law of corvee—by which every 
man must give three days' labor, without pay, 
on the roads. We took Haitians—not criminals, 
mind you, but law abiding citizens—a^nd, after 
their three days were up, compelled them to 
keep on working, many of them roped together 
in gnngs and held at night in barbed wire cages, 
with our soldiers shooting those who attempted 
to escape. 
This, naturally, led to revolt, in 


which 2,250 Haitians and 22 American marines 
wero killed." •

THE GRASP OF PRIVILEGE 


[To the Editor]—Accept my hearty congrat- 


ulations for having the courage to write the 
editorial on the tax question which appeared in 
the issue of your paper for May 23. 


I fully agree with you and consider it as a 


lamentable fact that all those who seek the 
popular favor for political ends have not yet 
abandoned the old trick of twisting facts to get 
peple to vote for them. It is high time that 
somebody comes out with the truth regarding 
taxes and I am glad to see that you are one\of 
the few who are doing so. 


The fact of the matter is, as you stated in 


your editorial, that if we want better roads and 
a finer school system we must submit to addi- 
tional expense. 
The greater the improvement 


the higher the tax and the whole question is 
how far the people, in other words, the major- 
ity, are willing to go in making these improve- 
ments. Moreover, as you pointed out in your 
editorial, the question of improvement and of 
magnitude, of taxes is almost entirely a local 
one and should "be decided within the limits of 
a community. Since the state government ab- 
sorbs an exceedingly small percentage of the 
total taxes it is obvious that even the complete 
abolition of all the commissions will not make 
an appreciable difference in 'the individual tax- 


i . payer's receipt. 


I 
And still, there is no question that the taxes 


I at present constitute a grievous burden to the 


j average taxpayer of the state, and that the 
| welfare of society demands that the situation 
! be changed.. This brings us to the considera- 


tion of two aspects of the tax problem which' 
are persistently ignored. 


In your editorial you touched upon one of 


tbes.e aspects, namely, that privilege and mo- 
nopoly have forced prices up to a point where 
everything costs more. Taxes, in other words, 
the cost of government, are no exception to this 
rule. You omitted, however, to point out that 
there is opportunity for partial relief which re- 
lates to making a difference in rate between 
earned and unearned incomes. The basis of 
this difference. rests upon the following fact: 
The owners of unearned incomes have done 
nothing for society to warrant' their receiving 
these incomes. 
Consequently, since these in- 


comes are not in conformity to the moral law, 
no moral 'law is violated when the state takes 
any part thereof for public purposes. From an 


• economic point of view,- moreover, these un- 
earned incomes are injurious and detrimental 
to,society, because they are deducted from the 
rightful earnings of real producers and destroy 
the -incentive' for further production. 
On the 


other hand, high taxation of earned incomes is 
a burden to" society because' it decreases the 
producer's purchasing power with resulting in- 
juries to the markets of the countryi. 


Taxation of unearned incomes will, therefore, 


exert a. powerful influence on stimulating im- 
provements, in. industrial conditions. Incentive 
for unearned incomes will disappear and in- 
comes will be diffused among producers accord- 
ing, to services rendered making for prosperous 
. communities, which will be in a position to un- 
dertake improvements without excessive hard- 
ships to taxpayers. . It is evident," furthermore, 
rthat'the more "of these,.unearned"incomes that 
are 'taken for taxation purposes the smaller will 
be the burden placed on industry. This .of it- 
self should act as a powerful stimulus on the 
development of all kinds of industrial enter- 
prises.—Edw. Nordman, Comtnissipner .of Mar- 
keting.
